It  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  any 
plants  raised  and  grown  here,  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  give  entire  satisfaction  under 
circumstances  a little  more  favorable. 

South  Braintree  is  ten  .miles  south  of 
Boston,  with  more  than  70  trains  a day  in 
either  direction,  and  very  adequate  freight  and 
express  service. 


CONIFEROUS  EVERGREENS 

It  is  not  easy  for  an  uninitiated  person  to  select  or 
order  this  kind  of  plants  from  a catalog,  because  so 
many  factors  must  be  considered.  Height  itself  (which 
is  usually  the  only  guide  in  the  average  catalog)  is  of 
no  importance,  if  the  only  standard  of  value. 

It  is  the  frequent  transplanting;  the  judicious 
trimming  and  shaping ; and  the  unceasing  care  that  pro- 
duces the  compact,  symmetrical  and  well  balanced  plant. 

A personal  selection  is  always  best,  but  as  this  is 
impossible  in  the  majority  of  cases  I have  given  in 
addition  to  height,  the  diameter  as  well,  which  will  give 
some  idea  of  value  offered  for  price  asked. 

All  Coniferous  Evergreens  are  dug  with  ball  of  earth 
and  burlaped  without  additional  cost.

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DECIDUOUS  TREES 

The  height  of  a tree  is  no  indication  of  its  quality. 

Height  and  caliper  are  surer  guides  of  value.  There  is 
no  established  rule  in  the  trade  today  as  to  where  this 
caliper  should  be  taken.  Most  growers,  or  in  fact  all, 
who  state  caliper,  take  the  measurement  not  higher  up 
than  6 inches  from  the  ground.  Many,  and  I may  say 
most  trees,  have  a natural  swelling  at  this  point, 
thereby  giving  the  impression  that  the  tree  is  larger 
than  really  the  case. 

I caliper  all  my  trees  at  three  feet  from  the  ground. 

Five  to  thirty  at  ten  rate  ; thirty  or  more  at  hundred 
rate.  If  less  than  five  ars  wanted,  add  10%  to  price  as 
per  10  rate.
